NOUAKCHOTT, Mauretania (UPL) 
— Scientists from round the world 
flocked to this πνρφρεθμάειθδρι Ane 
can capital yesterday to prepare 7 
an eclipse of the sun Saturday which 
will be the second longest in his- 
tory. 

Tedms of scientists, newsmen and 
sengation-seekers trucked across 
drought-ravaged lond to Chinguett! 
which les directly in the path of 
totality — the strip of land from 
Brazil to east of Madagascar along 
which the shadow of the moon will 
travel as it blots out the stx. 

The duration of the sun‘s blackout 
will be seven minutes and four sec- 
onds. In recprds going back to the 
year 717 the only longer eclipse 
of the sun by the moon occurted 
on June 20, 1955, and lasted sever 
minutes and eight seconds, but that 
one was partly obscured by clouds 
and broken weather. 

Scientists, who are hoping the 
eclipse will give them a wide new 
range of information on the move- 
ments of the planet, Einstein's 
Theory of Relativity, and the sun's 
influence on weather and the at- 
mosphere, are grouping mainly in 
Mauretaniz and Northern Kenya, 
East Africa.

Two private bills for compulsory 
arbitration met defeat in the Knes- 
get yesterday by only the narrowest 
of marging, even after Labour Min- 
ister Yosef Almogi made it clear 
he thought neither compulsory nor 
selective arbitration were any cures 
for labour disputes. 

‘The two bills, from Yoram Eridor 
(Gahal) and Zalman Shoval (State 
List), would have limited compul- 
sory arbitration to such essential 
services as electricity, water, and 
medicine. In persuading the House 
to strike them down — by one and 
two votes, — Mr. Al 
mogi said compulsory arbitration in- 
variably widens the gap in a labour 
dispute and keeps employers and 
employees from getting together. 

Arguing against the bills, Mr. Al- 
mogi said that in countries which 
have employed compulsory arbitra- 
tion, workers get into the habit of 
striking anyway if they find the ar- 
bitrators’ ruling is not to their Lk- 
ing. The law is powerless against 
such strikes, he said, 

Australia had 40 years of unsuc- 
cessful experience with compulsory 
arbitration, Mr. Almogi said. Other 
important countries had not been 
any luckier. He said he personally 
opposed arbitration, both on prin- 
ciple and in the light of other coun- 
tries’ negative experience with it. 

The Labour Minister, also did not 
favour selective arbitration, where- 
by one party can demand arbitra- 
tien on 8. specific point. This would 
mean the workers selecting the 
point which most interested them 
for arbitration, and the employers 
selecting the point which most in- 
terested them, he said. 

He defended the existing proce- 
dure, under which Labour Courts

forbid workers from striking before 
their lghour contract run out. He 
noted that the Labour Courts have 
no authority between the time one 
contract expires and the next con- 
tract is signed. But if compulsory 
arbitration were introduced, it would 
be tantamount to a permanent back- 
to-work order, he said. 


Turning to the striking doctors, 
Mr. Almogi afvised them not to 
think of going over to private me- 
dicine, because this would be a di- 
saster for the country as well ag 
the medical profession. 

He insisted that the Government 
could not accede to the doctors’ 
wage demands, because the inevi- 
table result would be a chain-reac- 
tion of demands from other sectors 
which would cancel out whatever 
benefits the doctors got. The econo- 
my would then be badly damaged, 
he warned. 

The plenum also voted down a 
third private bill on compulsory ar- 
bitration, by Meir Avizohar (Inde- 
pendent), which had been debated 
but not voted on at an earlier sea- 
sion. This too failed by a close mar- 
gin. 


PAY FOR SICK LEAVE 


Later, a private bill to provide 
statutory sick pay, by the Alizn- 
ment'’s Moshe Shahal, was voted in 
Committee with the Minister's con- 
sent. Mr. Shahal noted that no law 
existed providing sick pay, while 
only three-quarters of the labour 
‘orce were getting sick-pay under 
collective labour contracts. Some 
150,000 wage-earners had no cover 
at all.

SOVIET JEWS’ FUTURE 
TIED TO M. 


ΑΞ long as Israel has no peace 
with the Arabs, and as long as 
her relations with the Soviet Union 
are therefore hostile, the Soviets 
will make it difficult for the Jews 
of Russia to live as Jews, This, 
according to Dr. Nahum Goldmann, 
is the nub of the problem of Rus- 
alan Jewry's religious and cultural 
rights, which are still denied 
even at this time of Hast-West rap- 
prochement and comparative Ifbera- 
lization inside Russia. 


Jewish schools, a Jewish theatre, +

The failure of Mr. Nixon and Mr. 
Brezhnev to reach agreement on the 
Middle East question at the summit 
last week does not necessarily mean, 
says Dr. Goldmann, that the super 
powers will never reach a congensua. 
The fact that the Middle East was 
extensively discussed at the summit, 
and the fact that, as Dr. Kissinger 
remarked, it remaing one of the few 
areas on which there was no agree- 
ment, ensure that intensive discus- 
sions will continue on the diplomatic 
level.
